Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restnct furtiier action by tiie examiner to ttie contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted ttie Interview (If Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

5) a brief Identification of ttie general ttiaist of ttie prindpal arguments presented to ttie examiner, 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengtiiy or elaborate. A vert}atim or highly detailed description of ttie arguments is not 
required. The identification of ttie arguments is suffident if ttie general nature or ttirust of ttie prindpal arguments made to ttie 
exanMner can be understood In ttie context of ttie application fite. Of course, ttie applicant may desire to emphasize and fully
